Begin said the 
dismantling of Israeli settlements in northern 
Sinai last week, before the territory was retu- 
rned to Egypt, was an exceptional case which 
would not recur. He said he had drafted a 
resolution on the issue for next Sundav'seab- 
inet meeting. 

If approved by the cabinet, the resolution 
would go to the Knesset Monday for debate 
and approval. "This government does not 
really need such a resolution since it will not 
dismantle settlements in the occupied West 
Bank, the Gusra Strip and Golan Heights." 
Begin said. "Bui we want to give the settlers 
in the occupied land a feeling of security." he 
added. 

The settlements are a major Mumbling 
block in Egy ti.in- Israeli negotiations or Pale- 
stinian autonomy . These negotiations, dead- 
locked for three years, are to resume shortly . 
and Israeli newspapers said the next region 
would be held in Washington in .May. 

Begin disclosed that he had threatened to 
delay Israel's withdrawal from Sinai for at 
least u month unless Egypt rectified alleged 
violations of ihe peace treaty.

Thatcher banks 
on ‘arms pressure’ 


LONDON. April 27 fAPj — Prime Minis- 
ter Margaret Thatcher said T uesday that Brit- 
ish "military pressure" appeared to be the 
most likely way to dislodge Argentine forces 
from the Falkland Islands. 

Answering questions in the House of 
Commons, Mrs. Thatcher said Britain was 
still ready to negotiate a peaceful settlement 
to the sovereignty dispute over the South 
Atlantic colony. 

But she said: " We have taken and continue 
to take the view that unless we bring military 
pressure to bear, the Argentines are unlikely 
to withdraw from the Falklands." 

Mrs. Thatcher said: "Time is fast running 
out" for a peaceful resolution of the 25-day- 
old crisis, underlining speculation here that 
the British task force now off the Falklands 
may soon go into action. 

She angrily rejected demands by Michael 
Foot, leader of the opposition Labor Party, 
that Foreign Secretary Francis Pym should fly 
to New York to discuss an appeal by U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez de Cuellar to 
both sides not to escalate the confrontation. 

"If you don’t make a proper response to 
the secretary general's appeal, you will inflict 
a grievous blow to our country's cause,” Foot 
said. Mrs. Thatcher snapped back amid angry 
shouts from Laborites: "I totally disagree. If 
wc were to refuse to take any further military 
action whatsoever, we would put many of our 
soldiers and sailors in jeopardy." Pym would 
"not achieve anything" by going to New 
York, she said. 

The exchange marked the first major break 
in a hitherto united front in the Commons 
over London's response to Argentina's April 
2 invasion of the colony ruled bv Britain since 
1833. 

In Buenos Aires, Argentina's ruling milit- 
ary junta claimed early Tuesday its forces 
continued to resist British troops on South 
Georgia Island, while naval sources were 
quoted as saying Argentine commandos shot 
down a British helicopter and Mrs. Thatcher 
was lying about British casualties for political 
reasons. 

Earlier. Peronists and leftists criticized the 
6-year-old military government and con- 
demned the United States, all the while curs- 
ing Britain, during a patriotic rally that 
demonstrated cracks in the monolithic 
national front Argentina has so far presented 
in the Falkland Islands crisis. 

The rally Monday, sponsored by Peronist 
labor confederations, drew between 7,000 
and 10,000 people to the Plaza de Mayo. It 
was the third mass gathering there since 
Argentina forces captured the Falklands 
from Britain April 2. 

Meanwhile. Argentina resumed efforts to 
win Latin American condemnation of Bri- 
tain's role in the Falklands crisis, and its 
ambassador to Washington appeared to rule 
out negotiations for the time being. 


The Organization of American States 
(OASJ met in Washington for a second day 
after hearing Argentine Foreign Minister 
Nicanor Costa Mendez ask that >it demand 
withdrawal of Britain's forces from the South 
Atlantic and an end to economic sanctions 
imposed on Argentina by European Com- 
mon Market and Commonwealth countries. 

But in his speech Monday, Costa Mendez 
stopped short of calling for sanctions against 
Britain, the ostensible reason for summoning 
the special foreign ministers meeting of the 
1947 hemisphere defense treaty known as 
the Rio pact.

MOSCOW. April 27 ( AFP) — The Soviet 
Union has told Argentina that it would "take 
measures" to ensure that the Falklands 
would not return to their colonial status 
under Britain, which it described as "inadmi- 
ssible", an Argentine diplomatic sources said -

The sources would not give details or these ; 
measures, but it is believed that the Kremlin.' 
has decided to give all-out support to Argent- * 
ina in the diplomatic battle over the South .

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U.S. to sell eleven 
more F-15s to Israel 


WASHINGTON. April 27 'AP; — The 
United States plans to sell Israel an additional 
H F*1 5 fighter planes in line with U.S. policy 
“of ensuring that Israel has the means to 
defend itself within secure borders,” the 
Defense Department notified Congress 
Monday. 

The new sale costing about S510 million, 
will raise Israers fleet of the twin-engine, 
sophisticated F-15 fighters to a total of 51. 

Announcement of the sale of the addi- 
tional F-15s to Israel came a day after the 
Israelis completed withdrawal from the Sinai. 
“The sale of this equipment and support w ill 
not affect the basic military balance in the 
region.” the Pentagon told Congress in the 


notification. Congress has 30 days in which to 
study the proposed sale, which will go 
through unless it is blocked on Capitol Hill. 
The deal includes spare engines, fuel tanks, 
test and support equipment and certain uns- 
pecified changes for previously-purchased 
F- i 5s. as well as the new batch. Israel already 
has received the 40 F-I5s covered by previ- 
ous sales agreements. 

While announcing intentions to sell 
another II F-15 to Israel, the Pentagon also 
said it intends to provide 300 sidewinder air 
combat missiles to Egypt for about S34 mil- 
lion. The sidewinders will be mounted on 
Egypt's F-16s. Egypt has only started receiv- 
ing its first F-I6s from the United Slates.

Israeli ,'Tremier Menahem Begjn has declared that he 
will soon submit a proposal to his parliament making it 
illegal for Israel to withdraw from any occupied territor- 
ies after the recent withdrawal from Sinai. There is little 
doubt that the proposal will become law as most Zionist . 
MPs are known to be in favor of perpetuating the occup- 
ation and annexation of the Arab lands under their 
control. 

How can it be illegal to withdraw from illegally occup- 
ied lands is only understandable in terms of the jungle 
logic that the. Israelis have developed with regard to the Mid- 
dle East since their shipment from Europe to Palestine. 
It is the logic of the arrogance of power which has been 
brought about by unrelenting American support and 
merciless Arab weakness and differences that have wro- 
ught havoc on Arab ranks. 

The latest American gift of 11 F-15 warplanes, the 
most lethal in the region, is an indication that whatever 
tiffs the U.S . may have with Israel, it will continue to give 
it the wherewithal to run amok anywhere in the Middle 
East. Similar planes bombed the Iraqi nuclear reactor in 
Baghdad la$t year which was condemned by the U.S. 
Identical planes bombed Beirut and other Lebanese 
areas many times over and deterred any counteraction 
by Syria when the Golan Heights were formally annexed 
by Israel later on. 

Begin has never concealed his intention to wholly 
annex the West Bank and incorporate it into the other 
parts of Palestine which the Zionists had already settled 
in. Already illegal Israeli settlements account for more 
than one third of the Arab lands there and more are 
being built in a hurry to placate those who were against 
withdrawing from Sinai. From now on it will be an illegal 
act to withdraw from them or from anywhere else in the 
Arab world occupied by Israelis or their henchmen like 
the renegade Saad Haddad in South Lebanon which 
Israel effectively controls. 

This is the declared policy of Israel whether Begin is in 
power or out of it. And it will come as no great surprise 
when the West Bank and Gaza are formally annexed.

Argentine 
subs worry 
U.K. officers

ON BOARD SS CANBERRA — 

The military and naval commanders of the British 
assault force at sea in the South Atlantic have drawn 
up a list of tactical options for re-taking the Falkl- 
and Islands. They range from a low-key unopposed 
landing to a full-scale assault against defended Arg- 
entine positions. 

The decision on which option is chosen will not be 
made by the military but at tf]e highest government 
ieveL Brig. Julian Thompson, the leader of the mili- 
tary forces, and Commodore Michael Clapp of the 
..-.Royal- Navy are planning the action aboard the 
assault ship Fearless , which 18 years ago was the 
scene of talks between Harold Wilson and Ian 
Smith over the future of Rhodesia. 

Today the room where they met is covered with 
operational maps discreetly veiled from the gaze of 
journalists. 

Senior officers are keen to dispel any misconcept- 
ions about Argentine fighting strength. They point 
out that the two modem destroyers Argentina bou- 
ght from Britain are better equipped than those in 
the British task force because they carry Exocet 
shlp-to-shlp missiles. The Argentine submarines, 
considered a negligible threat by some, are regar- 
ded as potent and difficult to spot by the assault 
force commanders. 

The assault force’s calculations are probably 
being matched against plans being drawn up back at 
the Fleet’s headquarters at North wood, near Lon- 
don. A planning cell there has been producing its 
own tactical suggestions. 

After two weeks at sea, morale remains high 
among the assault force troops. Unlike many of 
their predecessors in Britain's other post-colonial 
military encounters, the troops are here because 
they want to be. 

Conscription ended 21 years ago in Britain but 
there is still no shortage of recruits for the armed 
forces. The elite units of Marines and commandos 
aboard the Canberra, the main assault force troops- 
hip, attract the most applicants. Unemployment has 
played a large part in- making the armed services 
attractive but for many the lure is the chance of 
glamor and adventure. 

Barry Stolton, 22, joined the Parachute Regim- 
ent after first trying the French Foreign Legion. 
Before that be had served a four-year apprentices- 
hip as a mechanical engineer. Echoing the old army 
recruiting poster, be says he “joined up to see the 
world.. J couldn't stand being stuck inside all day.” 
Barry has signed on for 1 4 years. If he shows “quali- 
ties of leadership” he can hope to become a serge- 
ant or corporal in charge of up to 30 men. 

If his service is exceptional, he might leap the 
yawning chasm that separates commissioned offic- 
ers from the other ranks. 

At present 15 to 20 percent of Marine officers 
come from the ranks, as opposed to direct commiss- 
ion from military college. Promotion requires social 
as well' as military qualities. 

“They must show themselves capable of behav- 
ing property in any environment," says Lt. Tony 
Mikiinski, education officer of One Commando 1 
Unit.- 

“Officers drawn from the ranks have to do i 
knives and forks course. If they can’t perform acco-, 
rdingly they won’t be accepted. They must be capa- 
ble of speaking intelligible English and know what 
is acceptable.” 

Most of the men will never make it to the officers’ 
mess. Barry Stolton has already blown his chances 
.because almost every square inch of his body is 
covered in tattoos. 

The “Toms”, as the Para officers call them, are 
not worried by the divide. Strict discipline and a 
rigid hierarchy are part of the macho that attracted 
them to the forces. 

The Toms underline their toughness with a spec- 
ial style and argot, much of it borrowed from the 
Vietnam war. Their favorite Elm is The DeerhioUer. 

Many have their hair cropped to the skull and go 
in forfaded jungle-green denims and tom sweatshi- 
rts. This style is considered “ally,” a word whose 
derivation is unknown. The Falklands expedition is 
the most “ally” thing to have happened to the Brit- 
ish military for a long time. — (ONS) 


Falklands dispute stirs Argentine patriotism

COMODORO RIVADAVIA. Argentina — 

Argentina's invasion of the Falkland Islands has 
brought an outpouring of patriotic sentiment in this 
country, where citizens have been taught since chil- 
dhood that the South Atlantic Islands are theirs. 
Sentiment runs particularly strong in this city, a 
jumping-off point for Argentine reinforcements 
heading to the islands, known in Argentina as the 
Malvinas. 

Over the weekend. Comodoro Rivadavia towns- 
people celebrated the invasion at a “sovereignty 
festival” with singing, fiag-waving and cheering. 
“We will inarch with our ponchos and guitars to the 
Malvinas, which is where our country begins.” decl- 
ared Ramon Heredia, master of ceremonies dr the 
festival Saturday night in the city’s municipal gymn- 
asium. 

The audience of about 1,000 men, women and 
children — plus about ISO young army draftees 
who were about to be sent from here to the Falkla- 
nds, stood and shouted. “ Ar-gen-ti-na, Ar-gen-ti- 
na.” 

Rogelio Delgado, a folksinger from the southern 


province of Rio Negro, wearing a black gaucho. or 
Argentine cowboy, outfit, sang an original song 
about the Malvinas takeover called “Memory of 
April 2.” It was a huge success. 

The price of a ticket to the festival which was 
sponsored by a local newspaper, by the Comodoro 
Rivadavia Chamber of Commerce and the Local 
Folklore Society, was any item that would be useful 
to the 10,000 Argentine troops now stationed on . 
the Falklands. 

. People brought powdered milk, cookies, a popu- 
lar Argentine tea called Yerba Mate and even soc- 
cer balls and placed them in cardboardSboxes. “We 
brought food. Argentines, we must dotftat we can 
to support our boys on the Malvinas,? said Nelly 
Gonzakz, a local housewife. 

Mrs. Gonzalez Sapfishe knows that if there is a 
war with Britain, Comodoro Rivadavia, a modern 
o 3 and ranching city of 120 ,000 that is also a milit- 
ary operations center, couldbecome directly invol- 
ved. “We are prepared,” she said. u We have meeti- 
ngs in our neighborhood and talk "bout what we 
would do in case of an attack. “WeTvc jput together 
an emergency first aid kit in our home.”

A frequently heard argument here is that Arge- 
ntines are prepared to light and die for the Malvinas 
because they’ve been taught since childhood that 
the islands are Argentine territory.

Next battles could be decisive for Gulf war

KHANAQIN, Iraq — 

In a brick-built but on a hilltop inside Iran, a 
plastic vase of daisies decorates an Iraqi colonel's 
table and a large television set dominates the small 
roorfi. From this and other comfortably-entrenched 
positions along the ridge, Iraqi troops command a 
breathtaking view across a fertile valley to a small 
Iranian town and a line of jagged black and brown 
mountains. 

At first nothing disturbs the pastoral calm. But 
then as visiting reporters file into a concrete observ- 
ation post overlooking the valley, Iraqi gunners fire 
a lone shell which explodes almost unheard in the 
middle distance, kicking up a puff of grey smoke. 

The near silence on this battlefront now basking 
in spring sunshine hides the fact that after a series of 
Iranian military successes, Iraq is urgently seeking 
an end to the 19-month-old Gulf war. Iran is if 
anything more determined that ever not to negoti- 
ate until Iraqi forces withdraw unconditionally from 
its territory. 

Western and nonaligned diplomats in Baghdad 
say the war is far from over, despite Iranian advan- 
ces in the last seven months. 

But they add that Iran scored its biggest victory of 
the war when it pushed Iraqi forces back from posit- 
ions west of the towns of Dezful and Shush last 
month, and that much now depends oxi the outcome ' 
of the next major battles. 

“Two or three more Iranian victories like that ' 
could be enough to break them,” one diplomat said. 
He said an Iranian attack could come some time 
next month if Iran continued its past pattern of a big 
offensive about every eight weeks. But other env- 
oys said Iran’s forces appeared to have suffered 
heavy casualties in last month's fighting, adding that 
the military balance could still tip back in favor of 
Iraq.

the near future, if Iraq succeeded in defeating a 
major Iranian assault, or if Iraq took the initiative 
and launched a successful attack itself, they said. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein has not disgui- 
sed the fact that some of his frontline forces did not 
perform well in the latest battles and he has dwelt at 
length on the possibility of the Iranians crossing the 
border into Iraqi territory in a future assault. 

So far, the war has been waged almost entirely on 
Iranian soil. Iraqi troops have been pushed back in 
places, but they still hold much of the territory they 
occupied in September 1980 when President Huss- 
ein ordered them ro move into Iran after months, of 
sporadic border dashes. The president told Iraq’s 
National Assembly (parliament) after last month's 
fighting that many troops who had faced the initial. 
Iranian assaults had been raw recruits, put into 
action so Iraq could man all the 750 kms of fronts 
rom the Iranian oil province of Khuzestan in the 
south to the mountains of Kurdistan in the north.. 

In that speech and in an earlier message to his 
troops, he spelled out for the first time that Iraq’s 
main aim in the war was preventing an Iranian 
invasion of its territory. He told the commander in. 
the Dezful-Shush sector that his troops should try to 
destroy Iran's war machine “to put it in a position in 
which it will not realistically be able to penetrate 
deep inside our territory and reach our cities.” 

He said in the National Assembly that Iraq’s ' 
purpose in the war was “to prevent the Iranian 
aggression from achieving its strategic objectives, 
which are to enter our land, destroy out towns, and 
turn Iraq into a satellite of Iran.” 

The revolutionary government in Tehran has said 
ithas no intention of sending forces into Iraq. Presi- - 
dent Ali Khamenei said recently: “We announce 
• chat we have no intention of usurping Arab lands.” 
But a leading Iranian politician, Hojatoleslam Has- 
hemi Rafsanjani, said last week that Iranian forces 
could invade Iraq and besiege Baghdad if President 
Hussein failed to accept Iran's terms for peace. 

Hojatoleslam Rafsanjani is speaker of the Iran- : 
ian Majlis (parliament) and represents Iran's spirit- 
ual leader Ayatollah Khomeini on Iran's Supreme 
Defense Council. 

With the tide of the war apparently turning in . 
Iran's favor, Baghdad has repeatedly indicated its 
willingness to start negotiations and even to make 
concessions. Nothing it has offered so far has temp- 
ted Iran to agree to peace talks. 

President Hussein told the National Assembly - 
that he might be willing to pull his troops out of Iran 
if Tehran undertook not to take advantage ofthe - 
withdrawal- “The solution, brothers, is that yoto 
should leave them their land after you have been 
given guarantees that they wfli not encroach on 
your territory or water or destroy your towns,” he 
.said. 

For its part, Iran has continued to msist on three- 
main conditions for peace: unconditional withdra- 
wal of Iraqi troops, punishment of the “aggressor 1 ', 
and payment of war indemnities. Earlier this 
month, Rafsanjani even added a new condition — 
the return to Iraq of thousands of people expelled to 
Iran on charges of having pro-Iranian sympathies. 

The diplomats in Baghdad, some of whom are

..The. .mam obstacle tn peace. they said, was the 
simple fact that while Iraq was willing to hold imm- 
ediate talks, Iran, buoyed by its recent military suc- 
cesses, was not. . 

“To find formulas for peace would not be very 
difficult. To create the political climate for peace is 
what is difficult,” one Western ambassador said. 
“Iraq has hinted it would be ready to show flexibil- 
ity,” a nonaligned envoy said, “ff there was flexibil- 
ity on the Iranian side, you would find the other 
things clicking into place.”

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Illegal operators discouraged 
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Indonesia encourages manufacturers to meet 
local, worldwide demands for electronic gadgets 


By WarifiF Djajanto 

JAKARTA (Deptfanews) — Teenagers 
walk the streets with earphones stuck to their 
ears, while becaks (pedicabs) and ice cream 
carts blare with music — signs of an electron- 
ics craze that is sweeping Indonesia. 

The demand for transistor radios, cassette 
tape recorders and television sets has been 
described here as “simply phenomenal.” In 
fact, dealers in the larger towns like Bandung, 
Semarang and Ujung Pan dang are making 
sure that they always have a full inventory of 
electronic gadgets to keep up with rising 
demand. 

The boom is just beginning and producers 
are confident that it will last for the next two 
years. And this is perking up local manufac- 
turers. Statistics show that domestic produc- 
tion of electronic goods rose by 20 percent in 
1981 over that of 1980. 

' The directorate gemeral for miscellaneous 
industries of the Department of Industry 
admitted that it has its hands full processing 
requests for increased production. 
Kusudiarso Hadinoto, director general for 
miscellaneous industries, said TV sets and 
radio-cassettes are the gadgets most in 
demand. 

The brisk electronics market is attributed 
to the general increase in income, particularly 
the farmers. Since 1978, Indonesian farmers 
have been blessed with bumper crop harvest. 

In 1980, Indonesia electronic assembly 
plants, many of them joint ventures with 
established West European and Japanese 
manufacturers, produced 690.000 units of 


black and white and color TV sets. But during 
the first six months of 1981 alone, production 
had already reached 425,700 units of TV 
sets. 

Production of radio cassettes is also soaring 
to unprecedented heights. In 1980, manufac- 
turers turned out 616,500 units. During the 
fust half of last year combined production 
had already reached 405,200 units. 

The demand for the cheaper conventional 
radio models is even more bullish, la 1980 , 
1 .1 1 0,400 nnits came out of production lines. 

The Gabungan Elektronika, the umbrella 
organization of the electronics industry, now 
has 89 members engaged in the manufacture 
of 55 different brands of electronics items. 

In addition, there are a number of plegal 
garage-type electronics firms operating with- 
out assembly plants. But this year, the 
government is determined to “rationalize” 
the industry by ferreting out the illegal 
operators. Only companies with the required 
equipment like an assembly line belt.' win be 
recognized and given permits to operate. 

"The backyard operators will have to go,” 
an official of the miscellaneous industries 
said. A major objective of the rationalization 
program is to prod manufacturers to make 
greater use of locally-made electronics com- 
ponents. Companies which lack the capabil- 
ity to manufacture their own components will 
be encouraged to merge with established 
ones, Hadinoto said. 

The long-term objective, he said, is to les- 
son the dependence of local producers on 
foreign sources. Indonesia's electronics 
industry now has an annual turnover of 1,300 


billion rtxpiah (S2 bullion), and employs 
5Q,000 workers. 

Manufacturers have already started 
producing locally-made components, and the 
program will be expanded. A number of focal 
manufacturers arc merging to produce stan- 
dardized parts that can be used interchange- 
ably orj other makes. One such main compo- 
nent is the primed circuit board of PCB. 

Desphe the brisk local market for electron- 
ics items, manufacturers have their sights 
trained on foreign markets. Officials admit 
that the government's electronics develop- 
ment was geared for the foreign market, and 
local sales was only an “inodemaT compo- 
nent of the overall program. 

Lukin an Hakim of PT National Gobel. 
which has a Japanese partner, said 
Indonesian-made radios and cassette tape 
recorders will find a good market in Europe 
and Africa. 

The only problem with Europe, be said, is 
that local manufacturers will have to adjust to 
European production standards. For ins- 
tance, European radio models have an FM 
(UKW) band, while only about 10 percent of 
Indonesian-made radio models carry an FM 
band. 

This could seriously affect sales of locally 
produced radio models in Europe and Africa. 

Multinational electronics companies, par- 
ticularly Americans, have established opera- 
tions in Indonesia and other Southeast Asian 
countries. But iheir integrated circuits 
assembled in the host countries are shipped 
back to their overseas headquarters before

J Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My husband thought our doctor was too 
conservative. During a severe attack of the flu — nausea, vomiting, 
diarrhea, fever, sore throat — he kept my husband in bed for about a 
week. 

.But as soon as his temperature dropped, my husband insisted on 
getting back to work. In spite of the fact that the doctor advised him 
to stay home for a few days to recuperate. 

But my husband was stubborn and paid for it. About three o'clock 
that afternoon, the first day in his office, he suffered sudden pain in 
his chest. He was rushed to the hospital. 

Fortunately, he recovered, after three weeks' treatment for his 
heart attack. I might add he no longer calls our doctor too conserva- 
tive. — Mrs. B. 

Dear Mrs. B. : I recall a few similar cases. Fve been advising all 
patients — young and old — to take time to recuperate from the flu. 
A virus Infection can endanger the heart. 

In a "recent article in JAMA by Phil Gunby this belief seems to be 
substantiated. He mentions a group of nine patients (18-39 years) — 
[seven men and two women — who developed heart attacks after flu 


lasting two weeks. 

And many years ago George E- Burch, M.D., professor emeritus 
of medicine at Tulane University School of Medicine, New Orleans, 
wrote: “Any virus infection is capable of causing myocardial dam- 
age.” 

To put it simply to overly ambitious men and women, “take it easy 
after an attack of the flu.”

For Mr. B. ; Running too soon and too far immediately after 
recovery from an illness may be the reason for the severe pain and 
shin soreness in your right leg. Yes, it deserves investigation. 

- Quite often a patient has developed an unsuspected stress fracture. 

If 
activity is continued, it may produce a complete fracture of the bone.

Eating habits 
cause American 
weight problem .

WASHINGTON (AFP) — Roughly one 
American in even, three is overweight in a 
population of more than 200 millions. 
Moreover, according to national statistics 
from the U.S. Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, 30 million Americans can be classed as 
obese. 

The Department of Health's National 
Center for Health Statistics estimates that 
male Americans on avera$: are overweight 
by 28.5 pounds and female Americans 2.2 
pounds more. 

The social group most subject to obesity, 
by the center's reckoning, is black women 
between the ages of 45 and 74. 

Excess weight being a recognized hazard to 
health, the blame is unanimously cast by the 
medical profession on aberrant eating habits. 

“The average American diet is too high in 
calories, it is too high in fat and too high m 
sugar.” in the judgement of Dr. Myron 
Winick, who heads the Institute of Nutrition 
at Columbia University. 

The universal availability and popularity of 
“junk food” —a native term for the competi- 
tively produced, starchy, calorie-high fare on 
sale at hamburger stands and chain restaur- 
ants across the nation — is held responsible 
for this permanent epidemic. 

“Obese people arc described as one of the 
most persecuted minorities in the U.S.,” Dr. 
Winick points out. “They have a tougher time 
getting jobs, getting into college, having a 
satisfactory social life”. 

Time is another factor conducive to obesity 
in the United States. Americans are given to 
systematic nibbling between meals and 
mainly only candies, sandwiches and fast- 
food snacks. 

It is no uncommon sight to see 
homeward-bound motorists on suburban 
freeways dispatching a pre-dinner hoedog at 
the wheel arid chasing it with a carton of 
coffee or Coca Cola.

He added that authorities quickly quelled 
violence that broke out after Monday's fun- 
erals of those who had been killed. $o far, 31 
persons have died throughout Indonesia 
either because of clashes or traffic accidents 
during election campaign rallies. 

Adm. Sudomo said he believed that Sun- 
day's incident had been planned in advance 
“because it happened in several suburbs 
simultaneously and we seized a number of 
weapons.” 

Asked if he was implying that the Muslim 
United Development Party was responsible 
for the incident, he said: “There has been 
trouble within the (party) itself before the 
campaign period between those opposing the 
election and groups that favor the poll. It is 
not impossible that the former had caused the 
incident." It was difficult to identify party 
members as many did not have membership 
cards, Adm. Sudomo added.

Greeks protest U.S . Sixth Fleet visit 


ATHENS. April 27 ( AP) — About 4.000 
leftists, carrying placards and chanting 
anti-American slogans, marched to the 
American Embassy in Athens Monday to 
protest against the visits of U.S. Sixth Fleet 
vessels to Greek ports. 

The demonstrators chanted slogans such 
as: “Out with the 6th Fleet now," and 
“Americans out of our Country.” The ban- 
ners called for the removal of American 
bases from Greece, and the withdrawal of 
the country from NATO. 

Policemen were discreetly following the 
march, while others were stationed outside 
the embassy on the outskirts of the city 
center. The demonstrators attempted to 
deliver a protest to the embassy, but a guard 
told them that no official was ift the building 
lyat that time. Police said the demonstrators 


dispersed quietly. 

The march, organized by the Panathe- 
nian Committee for International Peace-' 
and Detente, stemmed from an incident last 
week involving two American sailors who 
smashed the windows of a Greek school on 
the western Aegean Island of Skiathos.

Mirage deal boosts Indian defense force 


NEW DELHI. April 27 (R) — A derision 
by India to buy the advanced French Mirage 
200 combat aircraft wiil make the Indian Air 
force one of the most up-to-date in the devel- 
oping world. 

The Indian Air Force line-up already incl- 
udes the Anglo-French Jaguar strike aircraft, 
the Soviet Mig-23 fighter- bomber and the 
advanced MiG-25 reconnaissance .jet. Now 
India has announced that it will buy the Mir- 
age 2000. described by Defense Minister 
Ramaswami Venkataraman as a new genera- 
tion of aircraft superior to any plane India has 
at present. 

The French Defense Ministry announced 
recently that deal was for the purchase of 40 
Mirage 2000s more to be produced later in 


India. The Indian government, which previo- 
usly relied almost entirely on the Soviet 
Union for its supplies, is keen to diversify its 1 
weapons purchases. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has said rep- 
eatedly that India must become more self- 
reliant and Indian aircraft factories are alre- 
ady assembling Jaguars and Mig-21s. The 
Mirage purchase is widely believed to be in 
answer to the U.S. derision to provide Pakis- 
tan with the F-16 fighter-bomber. 

The present Indian Air Force strength is 
mainly in strike and fighter- bomber aircraft 
and experts said the Mirage 2000 is being bou- 
ght mainly as a defensive measure against the 
F-16 — the aircraft used by Israel in its attack 
on an Iraqi nuclear plant last year.

Washington would not 
attempt to halt non-strategic trade with the 
Soviet Union, he added. 

Western lending to Poland was now seen 
have been too rapid in relation to its ability to 
repay and a similar situation was developing 
with the Soviet Union and other countries, 
Olmer said. He forecast that Soviet oil 
exports would continue to drop and ship- 
ments of gas, gold and other raw materials 
would not fill the gap. 

“The Soviet Union’s hard currency shor- 
tage is not a temporary phenomenon,” he 
said. “ It would be economic folly for Western 
nations to compete with one another in grant- 
ing more and more government-supported 
credit. The West would become extremely 
vulnerable to Soviet financial pressure,” 
Olmer said. 

Another speaker at the conference was 
critical of“ increased use of commercial bank- 
ing as an instrument of foreign policy.” 


Arab fund 
to continue 
project study 

KUWAIT, April 27 (R) — Ministers 
from five Arab oil-exporting countries have 
ended talks on helping poor Arab countries 
with a S5 billion development fund, but 
agreed only to continue studies on proposed 
aid projects. 

A statement issued by the ministers 
Monday, whose countries arc to finance an 
Arab development decade, said they told 
their secretariat to continue studies on poss- 
ible projects until the next ministerial meet- 
ing. for which no date was set. 

The development decade, proposed bv 
Iraq, w as agreed at an Arab League summit 
in Amman. Jordan, in 1980. Kuwait. Saudi 
Arabia. Qatar, the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) and Iraq pledged to provide funds. 

The idea was to make long-term low- 
interest loans to poor Arab states and 
potential recipients have been identified as 
the North and South Yemens. Sudan. 
Somalia. Mauritania and Djibouti. 

Saudi Arabia has pledged Sl.S billion, 
Kuwait Si. 5 billion, the UAE S8O0 mil- 
lion. Iraq 5750 million and Qatar S500 mil- 
lion. The money was to be disbursed at a 
rate , of SS00 million per year. Ministers 
leaving the closed -door meeting here dec- 
lined to answer questions on why no project 
lending had been approved. 


Economy hard hit 

Syria deals blow to Iraq 




BAGHDAD, April 27 (R) — Syrian 
sanctions against Iraq are hurting the Iraqi 
economy but they have given the Baghdad 
government an ideal excuse to introduce 
long-needed austerity measures. Western 
diplomats believe. 

Syria, which has supported Iran against 
Iraq in the 1 9-month-oki Gulf war, dosed 
its border with Iraq earlier this month and 
shut down pipelines carrying Iraqi crude oil 
exports across its territory to the Mediter- 
ranean coast. 

The actions hit the Iraqi government 
when it was already about S26 billion in 
debt to other Gulf oil states, the diplomats 
said. Iraq's planning minster had also 
recently been dismissed app a re n t l y because 
of failure to control an economy m which 
inflation averaged 30 percent last year, they 
added. But the diplomats said that for the 
tint time in the war, Iraq's leaders had a 
golden excuse to take austerity measures 
which might cut the living standards on 
ordinary people. 

The leadership might be aide to tackle 
not only the effects of the Syrian sanctions 
but also a range of other economic prob- 
lems without fearing a backtab from the 
mass of Iraqis: Any shortages in the shops 
or slowdown of economic projects could be 
Mamed on Syria. 

The diplomats said the government had 
previously taken trouble to keep shops full 
of luxuries as well as basic commodities in 


order to reassure dttans that the conflict 
was not crippUng their country. But this had 
meant spending precious foreign currency 
on non-essential goods which used scarce 
transport capacity. 

The government had also pressed on as 
for as possible with its vast development 
program, telling foreign partners that des- 
pite the fighting it was business as usual. 
The diplomats said closing the pipelines 
across Syria had cut KnrfsoU exports from 
about one million barrels daily to 600.000 
barrels at a time when Iran appeared to be 
gaming the upper hand Jo the war. This 
could cost Iraq more than 55 billion over 
the next year in lost revenues, they esti- 
mated. 

The diplomats said sealing the land bor- 
der blocked roads bringing non-military 
supplies to Iraq, also dosed was the only rail 
link with Europe, used to import petrol and 
other refined products vital to the war 
effort. President Saddam Hussein has 
already started pre pa ring his poepk for sac- 
rifices. 

In a long address to the National Assem- 
bly (parliament) he urged government and 
party officials and members of the assembly 
to be models of austerity,^* We have entered 
a new phase with regard to the economy,” 
he said.

WASHINGTON. April 27 (AP) - A 
study by an Anwricmcwwmwr organization 
sayianofl import foe, suggested asonc way to 
help butane tin federal budget, would 
increase inflation by onc-batf percent a year 
and wipe out as many as 400.000 jobs in the 
United States.

Sea law storm blows over 


UNITED NATIONS'. April 27 (AP) — 
The U.N. law of the sea conference averted 
an unexpected 1 Oili-hour crisis Monday 
when a Romanian Amendment was withdr- 
awn that would have required tunics to get 
permission before sending warships through 
foreign coastal waters. 

The resolution, co-sponsorcd hv 29 other 
suites including China, ran into stiff opposit- 
ion from both (he Uniied States and the Sov- 
iet Union, eager to give their navies greatest 
possible freedom of movement. 

The withdrawal came after the United Sta- 
tes. its Western allies and the Soviet Union 
agreed not to press ton vote their controvers- 
ial amendments to the deep seabed mining 
provisions of the proposed international law 
of the sea convention. 

But behind-the-scenes negotiations on the 
seabed mining provisions ate expected to 
continue until Friday, the target time for w ra- 
pping up eight years of negotiations on the 


convention. 

The outcome of those negotiations will 
determine whether the Uniied States, the 
major critic of the mining provisions, w ill go 
along with a conference consensus in favor of 
the convention.

ces fall hack sharply Tuesday lo $348 levels 
in contrast to Monday's actix'c buying which 
saw prices rise to new high of S365 at one 
stage. Some heavy profit-taking and specu- 
lative selling pushed down (he price of gold 
and bullion dealers were once again not ton 
optimistic that prices will be sustainable at 
the new levels. 

In the local markets, riyal deposit rates 
were fairly steady with little movements 
recorded for most of the day. Activity was 
concentrated in the shorter tenors of the 
market and the onc-month J1BOR. rate was 


quoted at 12-% — 13‘4 percent and the 
onc-ycur at 13 - 13* 2 percent.

Ex-Im Bank to shun debt -hit states 


WASHINGTON. April 27 (API — The 
United States Expert-Import Bank is withho- 
lding new loans or loan guarantees from cou- 
ntries that require private and government 
lenders to consider rescheduling their debts, 
the bank's chairman and president has said. 

William H. Draper III said these countries 
include Poland, Romania. Costa Rica and 
others. “In other areas of the world, the 
Export-Import Bank also has oexereised cau- 
tion for economic and financial reasons." he 
said. “For example, in Nigeria, because of its 
decline in oil receipts, the bank has become 
more selective by focusing its support on fore- 
ign exchange-earning projects. 

“A similar policy has been adopted in 
Egypt, w’hich is a promising market but one 
with significant economic imbalance." he 
said. The U.S. Export-Import Bank is a gove- 
rnment institution that seeks to ‘stimulate 
American exports by granting low-interest 
loans to the purchasers. 

Drapper said the vast majority of Ameri- 
can exports go forward without any govern- 
ment assistance. They are either sold for cash 
or financed in the private mark, he said. The 
Export- Import Bank participates only for two 
reasons: to help those export sales which are 
threatened by foreign official export credit 


subsidies, and to support those sales which 
the private sector is unable to finance because 
of unacceptable political or commercial risk.

Moore outclasses Weir 


JOHANNESBURG. April 27 (AFP) — 
The World Boxing Association went to a lot

America's Davey Moore and South African 
challenger Charlie Weir — but as it turned 
out. the world-champion barely raised a sweat 
as he kept his controversial title. 

The American sent Weir. 26. to the canvas 
six times in five rounds as he totally eclipsed 
South Africa's brightest boxing star. The end 
came in the fifth round, but the writing was on 
the wall long before that. 

The 50.000crowd came close to raising the 
rafters of the giant New- Ellis Park Stadium as 
Weir put on a classy if cautious display in the 
first round. But that was the end of any South 
African hopes. 

In the second round, the 21 -year-old New- 
Yorker showed that you don't get to be world 
champion for nothing, as he twice sent Weir 
down for an eight-count. It was then just a 
matter of time. And the fight ended at 35 
seconds of the fifth as Moore slid in a crunch- 


ing straight right that had Weir on the seat of 
his pants. Weir looked anything but the 
"silver assassin* of the headlines, as Moore 
exposed all his limitations. 

Bout with a difference 

After successfully defending his title 
Moore had a totally different kind of 
encounter — with two thugs. 

According to Bob Arum, co-promoter of 
the boxing tournament. Moore and his party 
were on their way back to their hotel early 
T uesday morning when their vehicle was held 
up by the thugs near the stadium. A scuffle 
followed and Moore's manager-trainer. Leon 
Washington, injured his left knee. 

"It had nothing to do with boxing." Arum 
said. "I don't think it was a personal attack on 
Moore. It is one of those things that happens 
in any city every day of the week."

NEW ORLEANS, April 27 (Agencies) —

They were 
unable to complete play until Monday morn- 
ing. Steve Melnyk, on the comeback from a 
broken elbow that threatened his career, was

Association (WTA) and Philip Morris, the 
giant tobacco firm whose line “Virginia slims" 
will sponsor the circuit, explained the reorga- 
nization of women's tennis in a press confer- 
ence Monday. 

The former “Avon" . Championship, a 
three-month-long controversial indoor win- 
ter tour, has been eliminated and replaced by 
a round-the-calendar circuit, split into two 
levels. Top flight players will compete in 
some 30 "Formula One" tournaments with 
prize money of at least SI 50,000. These blue 
ribbon events will be organized on a variety 
of surfaoes — grass, clay, cement, and synthe- 
tic — and will include Wimbledon and the 
French, U.S. and Australian Opens. 

Another 30 “Formula Two” tournaments 
will be open to lesser players, with top point 
holders qualifying for the tougher league the 
following seasons. Prize money will be 
550,000 per event. The calendar for both 
divisions, to include tournaments in Canada, 
West Germany, England, Australia, France, 
and the United States will be announced 
later.

BONN. April 27 (Agencies} — Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt Tuesday announced offi- 
cially the four new ministers in his govern- 
ment. notably Manfred Lahnstein. w ho takes 
over the finance portfolio from Hans Matth- 
oeffer. 

Schmidt made the announcement during a 
meeting of his Social Democrat Party par- 
liamentary group. The four new ministers will 
be sworn in Thursday. New Finance Minister 
Lahnstein was formerly secretary of state at 
the chancellery. Maithoeffer is appointed 
post minister. 

New secretary of state at the chancellery is 
Hans-Juergen Wischneuski. who previously 
held the same post between 1976 and 1979. 
Hein/ Westphal. at present budgetary expen 
in the SPD parliamentary group, is appointed 
Labor minister, replacing Herbert Ehren- 
berg. who leaves the government. 

New health and family affairs minister is 
Mrs. Anke Fuchs, former secretary of state at 
the Labor Ministry, who replaced Mrs. 
Antje Huber. Meanwhile. Klaus Boeliing.at 
present West Germany's permanent rep- 
resentative in East Berlin, is appointed gov- 
ernment spokesman, in place of K un Becker. 

The change in the key finance post was 
forced on Schmidt by a request from Matth- 
oeffer. that he be given a less strenuous job 
because of heart trouble. 

Schmidt, who presented his cabinet list to 
President Karl Carstens Monday night, obvi- 
ously hopes that the appointments will help 
arrest the SPD's slide in recent elections. 

Although none of these polls were at the 
national level, they had national issues as 
their main themes and appeared to reflect 
voter disenchantment with Bonn's methods 
of handling them. Schmidt's repeated trou- 
bles with left-w ing critics within his ow n party 
were also believed to have played a part in the 
SPD’s popularity slump. 

Although party propagandists assert that 
the chancellor again-enjovs the solid support 
of his party after the Munich conference, 
opinion polls say only a third of the electo- 
rate would support the SPD if national elec- 
tions were held now. 

The next election in West Germany, in 
June, is for the state legislature in Hamburg, 
traditionally an SPD stronghold and 
Schmidt’s home base. But inner-party 
squabbles in the state, mainly over nuclear 
energy, has made an SPD success question- 
able even there. 

Failure to retain Hamburg and the loss of 
Hesse later this year could convince 
Schmidt's Free Democratic Party coalition 
partners in Bonn to seek a new alliance with 
the opposition Christian Democrats. 

Curfew ordered 
in Indian cities 

NEW DELHI. April 27 (AP) — Authorit- 
ies ordered curfew in the Indian cities of Bar- 
oda and Amritsar onTucsdav following relig- 
ious rioting. 

An indefinite curfew was proclaimed in the 
violence-tom district of Baroda after one 
woman was reported killed by police gunfire 
during Muslims-Hindu rioting and arson. 
Violence flared Monday night in Baroda. 375 
kms north of Bombay, but it w’as noi immedi- 
ately known what sparked it. 

In Amritsar, the Main city of India's 13 
million Sikhs, authorities imposed a 24-hour 
curfew' after mounting tension threatened to 
spark widespread rioting between Hindus 
and Sikhs. 

On Monday. Amritsar police fired tear gas 
ui break up angry crowds after two bloody 
heads of cows were found hanging outside 
local Hindu temples. Amritsar is 400 kms 
1 northwest of New Delhi, in India's Punjab 
.state. The Punjab govern- 
ment Monday rushed paramilitary units and 
armed police reinforcements to Amritsar.

MOSCOW. April 27 (Agencies) — A 
former Soviet deputy minister has been 
executed for taking bribes, the Communist 
Party newspaper said Tuesday in an 
article warning corrupt officials they would 
get no leniency. 

Soviet Public Prosecutor Alexander 
Rekunkov. author of the article, said for- 
mer Fisheries Deputy Minister Vladimir 
Rylov had been shot after being sentenced 
by the Supreme Court. He gave no other 
details. But the execution of Rytov. the hig- 
hest Soviet official to get the death sentence 
in many years, was clearly linked to a scan- 
dal that broke two years ago involving the 
smuggling to the West of vast quantities of 
caviar. 

Rekunkov said the prosecution of seven 
other top officials was continuing. He also 
announced the trial of Pananz Ananiashvili, 
a former Georgian finance minister accused 
of large-scale embezzlement in a separate 
case. 

The article was unusually pointed in its 
criticism of corruption among Soviet offiria- 
Lldom. Rekunkov said hrihe-laking represe- 


nted "a particular public danger." adding 
•’There can he no leniency here." 

Unconfirmed Western reports said that 
in April I9S0, Rytov was one of about 200 
employees of the Soviet Fisheries Ministry 
arrested in a muilimiflion dollar caviar swi- 
ndle. The reportssaid huge amounts of cav - 
iar were shipped as smoked herring to an 
unnamed Western firm which paid the 
lower herring rate and split with ministry 
officials the huge hard currency profit from 
selling the caviar. 

Rekunkov called on people to inform if 
they believed rheir superiors were "tending 
to confuse their pocket with that of the 
state." He referred particularly to thefts 
from railways, building sites and state and 
collective farms. 

His remarks were in line with increasing 
Soviet press reports that the widespread 
theft of slate property is occurring more 
blatantly now than before and ousting the 
state heavily.

Trial opens amid security 

Hinckley insane, defense says 


WASHINGTON. April 27 (Agencies) — 
John \V. Hinckley Jr., went on trial Tuesday 
with the defense that he was insane — and 
thus not legally responsible — when he shot 
President Ronald Reagan nearly 13 months 
ago. 

About 90 prospective jurors passed thro- 
ugh airport -style metal detectors to enter an 
ornate. 200-seat ceremonial courtroom in 
ILS. District Court where jury selections 
began Tuesday morning for Hinckley's trial. 

As Hinckley began the day in the windowl- 
ess. heavily guarded cell in the courthouse 
basement, law enforcement officers, some 
accompanied by bomb-sniffing dogs, patrol- 
led the hallways upstairs and the sidewalks 
outside. 

Everyone who passed through the two 
pedestrian entrances to the building, includ- 
ing courthouse employees, walked through 
metal detectors. Those entering the courtr- 
oom used for jury selection passed through a 
second metal detector and had their belongi- 
ngs scanned by a portable X-ray machine. 

Television crews and : still photographers ; 
stood vigil outside the courthouse, hoping to 
catch a glimpse of attorneys arriving for the 
trial, which is expected to last for at least a 
month. 

Hinckley, the 2b-year-old son of a wealthy 
oil executive, is being tried for the March 30.

Judge Barrington Parker, who is presiding 
at the trial, must decide whether the defense 
must prove temporary insanity or whether 
the state must demonstrate its contention 
that Hinckley was mentally sane. The defen- 
dant faces 13 charges, of which five could 
send him to prison for life. 

Hinckley is a college dropout. He was first 
arrested a: Nashville. Tennessee, airport in 
October. 1 9SU, when police confiscated three 
guns. 

Shortly afterward he bought .several more 
weapons in Dallas, including one which he 
used in the assassination attempt. Prosecut- 
ion lawyers caused a stir here Monday when 
they said they have a film taken during the 
last presidential campaign in 1 980. which shows 
Hinckley standing near President Jimmy Car- 
ter at a rally in Dayton, Ohio. 

Actress Jody Foster, currently in Europe, 
has recorded her testimony on videotape. 
Hinckley has reportedly written letters to 
Miss Foster in which he allegedly said he 
carried out the assassination attempt to attr- 
act the actress' attention. U .S. television sta- 
tions have requested court permission to bro- 
adcast Miss Foster s testimonv. 


King defended at Spanish coup trial 


MADRID, April 27 (R) — Spain's prot- 
racted coup trial entered its final stage Tues- 
day and the prosecutor said defense claims 
that King Juan Carlos supported the rebel- 
lion had not been proven. 

Defense lawyers have repeatedly tried to 
implicate the king during the two-month old 
court-martial of 32 officers and one civilian 
facing up to 30 years in prison in connection 
with last year’s attempted coup. 

' The prosecutor, beginning his summing up 
as the trial resumed after a week-long recess, 
said that while several defendants claimed 
they believed they were acting on the King's 
orders, none ever checked with the royal 
palace. They ignored the monarch's orders to 
end the rebellion on Feb. 23, 1981, the pro- 
secutor, Gen. Jose Manuel Claver. added. 

"The king had all powers on Feb. 23 and he 


did not use them for anything other than 
restoring the constitutional order," he said. 
The attempt started when rebel civil guards 
stormed the Madrid Parliament, but it crum- 
bled after the king defended democracy in a 
dramatic television address. 

The prosecutor said he regarded as suffi- 
ciently proven that the main defendants had 
plotted to overthrow Spain’s democratic gov- 
ernment. He said the highest-ranking defen- 
dant, Lt. Gen. Jaime Milans del Bosch, had 
prepared the takeover of parliament several 
months in advance with Lt. Col. Antonio 
Tejero Molina who led the rebel guardsmen. 

Maj. Gen. Alfonso Armada Comyn, then deputy 
head of the army, jumped on the bandwagon 
more than a month before the attempt, he 
said. Gen. Armada has denied advance 
knowledge of the plot. 


1 12 feared dead in China plane crash 


PEKJNG. April 27 (AFP) — A Commun- 
ist Chinese domestic aircraft crashed late 
Monday between the southern city of Canton 
and the scenic resort city of Quiiin, killing 
about 112 persons aboard, informed sources 
said here Tuesday. Thu sources said the dead 
included about 50 foreign passengers. 

According to repons Tuesday the plane, a 
Trident aircraft with about 112 persons 
aboard, including two Americans and 50 
Hong Kong Chinese, exploded in mid-air 
shortly after takeoff from Canton. 

Chinese civil aviation authorities refused 
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to comment on the reports. Informed sources 
in Hong Kong confirmed that the airliner was 
a British-built Trident jet. which can carry up 
to 140 passengers. It was the third known air 
disaster in China. 

The first, in late January 1976. was 
believed to have claimed about 40 lives. The 
exact number of casualties was never 
specified. Two foreigners, an American and 
a Dane, were among the passengers. The air- 
craft, a Soviet-built Antonov-24, can carry a 
maximum of 44 passengers. 

The second was in March 197y when a 
Chinese Air Force Trident 2-E transport 
plane crashed into a factory, killing 44 per- 
sons according to the official version.

Mujahedeen 
intensify 
Afghan battle 

NEW DELHI. April 27 (AFP) - Fighting 
has intensified in the outskirts of the Afghan 
capital and in the strategic Paghmun Moun- 
tain range 20 kms southwest of Kabul, bet- 
ween Soviet-aided Afghan government 
troops and Muslim fighters opposed to the 
regime. Western diplomats said here Tues- 
day. 

The diplomats, w ho monitor developments 
in strife-torn Afghanistan said improved 
weather conditions had been a factor behind 
the spurt in fighting. On April 19-20, gov- 
ernment troops dashed with the fighters in 
Khojc Musaffir — between Paghman and 
Kabul — and in the ensuing battle al least 35 
government troops were killed. Mujahedeen 
casually figures were not immediately 
known. 

The battle forced the government troops to 
retreat to Kabul. But in retaliation, Soviet 
jets bombed the area. The extent of property 
damage and casualties were not known. 
Shewaki village un the Kabul city outskirts 
was also the scene of a day-long battle bet- 
ween government forces and the Mujahe- 
deen and the sound of gun and armor fire 
could be heard from the Afghan capital, the 
diplomats said. 

On April 19. the Mujahedeen engaged a 
government column in a day-long battle in 
Logar valley south of Kabul. Fighting was 
also reported from Pol-i-Kandahari, about 
50 kms south of Kabul. Derails are not 
known, diplomats said. 

Numerous, but sketchy, reports of fighting 
in several other areas adjoining the capital 
were also given by the diplomats. Quoting an 
unnamed senior Afghan government official, 
the diplomats said the strategic bridge over 
the River Ox us (Amudarra), connecting the 
Soviet town of Tirmiz with the Afghan ham-- 
let of Hariatan will be opened to traffic by the 
middle of next month. The government prop- 
oses to lay a railway line connecting Tirmiz 
with important Afghan cities as far as Qul- 
i-Khumri. 

Meanwhile, burning Soviet and U.S. flags, 
thousands of Afghan refugees marched 
through the streets of Tehran to mark the 
fourth anniversary of the Marxist takeover in 
Afghanistan, the Yugoslav news agency Tan- 
jug reported Tuesday from Tehran.

Blindness linked 
to dinosaurs’ end 

LONDON. April 27 ( AP) — The dinosa- 
urs that roamed the earth for 150 million 
years and then died out may have perished 
because they went blind, a British biologist 
has theorized. 

L.R.Croft, a Salford University biologist,, 
suggests that the end of the great creatures 
was produced by eye cataracts, provoked by 
an increase in the sun's radiation while the ' 
composition of the atmosphere was still evol- 
ving. . 

In the latest theory on the m.stery, Croft 
said in a new book. Dinosaurs, revi- 

ewed T uesday in thc-Lbndon Tmiertbat there ■ 
is evidence that some of the 800. dinosaur 
species survived far longer than others beca- 
use they adapted to changes in the climate. 

The animals that disappeared were those 
that did not develop a thickening of the brow 
of the eye socket or some other protection, 
such as a homy ctest between the eyes, Croft 
said.
